Washington, April 2.—The creation 


of a department of commerce in the 
United States has awakened great in- 
terest in other countries and especial- 
ly in the mother country, where our 
active but friendly rivalry 
in the 


world's markets is a subject of much 
attention, and the appointment of a 
minister of commerce tor tae United 
Kingdom is being urged. The Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce Journal, 
the official organ of the London cham- 
ber of commerce, in a recent issue 
says: 
"In this country the opinion was 


for long held that the best way to as- 
sist trade was to leave it severely 
alont' and to rely upon the foresight, 
skill and energy of our merchants and 
manufacturers to maintain our pre- 
eminent position in the world's mark- 
ets. Latterly, however, there has 
been a tendency to direct the atten- 
tion of parliament more and more to 
commercial matters. It is unquestion- 
able l hat the idea is rapidly gaining 
in strength that in many directions 
considerable more attention and as- 
sistance might be given bv the state 
to,extending trade than is at present 
accorded 
In saving this, the fact is 


not overlooked that of recent years 
commercial questions have received 
increasing attention from the govern-

suit which came up for preliminary 
hearing in thin city today is a story 
dating back to royalist days. The ac- 
tion in brought by the "descendants of 
the original proprietors of the land* in 
tho province of Bast Jersey" and is to 
rpgaln possession of Ellis Island. Rob- 
bins Reef, and Oyster Island, all con- 
tained in New York bay. 
In the early 


colonial days the dividing line 
be- 


twcen the ownership of public lands 
by Ea»t and West Jersey was drawn 
sharpiy across the state from Dela- 
ware Water Gap to Little Egg Harbor. 
This organization hag been kept up to 
the present day. In the present suit 
the complainants aver that the Im- 
migration Commissioner -a« no right 
to Ellis Island, that it does not belong 
to New York state, but to New Jersey, 
, and that Ellis Island is their property. 


H is understood that the Apployard 


Sjndicate has planned 
an immense 


trunk, line trolley system, giving a 
through line from Cincinnati to Clove- 
land, by way of Columbus, and from 
Cincinnati to Toledo by way of Day- 
ton and Springfield 
This trunk line, 


it is stated, when completed, will enter 
Cleveland by way of Akron. 
The 


Northern Ohio Traction company wfll 
be part of the system 


Some work still remains to be done 


between Cincinnati and Hamilton, hut 
is now under construction. There :s 
also a connection being made between 
Newark and Zancsville. 


The syndicate is acquiring rights of 


way from Zanesville to Coshocton and 
to New Philadelphia, and it is under- 
stood that this link will be built within 
a very short time. From tfew Phila- 
delphia to Akron, the lines are con- 
trolled by thw. Tucker-Anthony syndi- 
cate, of Boston, which Is very close to 
the Appleyard syndicate, and of this 
line the Appleyard syndicate contrc>!s 
20 per cent, of the capitalization. On 
the Toledo division it will he neces- 
sary to build from Bellefontaine to 
Findlay by way of K*nton. and the. 
entrance into Toledo will probably be 
made over the Toledo, Bowling Green 
and Southern. From Troy to the West 
the syndicate expects to connect with 
Indianapolis. The Appleyard system 
recently purchased a steam road run- 
ning front Zanesville to Bellalre, wblch 
will give it an entrance to Pittsburg
